Chairman Charles Kiefer sub- 
mitted three questions concerning 
the position of extra-curricular ac- 
tivities in the University program 
to the President for discussion. 

Question on#, asking for a defini- 
tion of the activity program In the 
University, was answered by a dis- 
cussion from the President of the 
.historical background of the Uni- 
versity In which he pointed out, in 
speakink of the charter of the In- 
stitution, that “It makes everyone 
In this room a member of the Uni- 
versity, for It says that every one 
who contributes to the University 
is a member of It.” 

Discussing the charter further, he 
said' ti rests with the Board of 
Trustees "absolute power to pro- 
tect the Institution from minority 
groups. "Minority groups,” the 
President explained, was In refer- 
ence to religious sects, which, at 
the time the University was found- 
ed, were considered a possible dan- 
ger to the seeking of truth.

Miss 
Humphrey's role was that of a girl 
who donned boy's clothes and 
fought beside Otis in battle.

great success, and gave a clear pro- 
jection of a good-natured, fighting

The responsibilities of providing 
effective sound effects from the in- 
adequate facilities of the radio sta- 
tion, were assumed by Bill Fergu- 
son.

'I he students, faculty members, and outside guests 
enjoyed the Russian readings so much that they 
requested more o/ them, and student officers of the 
club were afraid they would not be able to break up 
the meeting soon enough to comply with University 
regulations. 

There has been a need for a club on this campus 
in which students interested iji good literature and 
the criticism of it might come together. The Lit* 
erary Club had a happy thjought for its iiiost rectfit 
meeting when it seized u>>on a timely thing, the 
subject of Pushkin, which .is receiving a great deal 
of interest in this, the hundredth year since his.

clubs or societies) organized as 
a branch or affiliate of a non- 
George Washington '•University 
organisation will be recognised
